KAISER WANTS PEACE. 
umor Says He Will Soon Issue # 
General Proclamation. 


LONDON, Dec 7,-—-The momentous 
decision reached by the German Gov- 
ernment to permit the discussion of 
peace in the Reichstag is regarded 
here as the clearest indication that 
Germany is prepared to lay down her 
arms if acceptable conditions can be 
obtained. The Government’s decision, 
following the authorization given to 
the German press for a free discus- 
sion of peace possibilities, and the 
discussion of an almost unanimous 
desire to end the war, along with the 
Governmental sanction of tbe Social- 
ists’ plan to bring about a peace de- 
bate in the Reichstag, lends to Thurs- 
day’s session of that body an import- 
ance which it is impossible to over- 
estimate. 

The entire world is awaiting eager- 
ly the speech of the Imperial Chan- 
cellor. Meanwhile the wildest ru- 
mors are current. 

The latest of these,“coming from 
The Hague and obviously from a Ger 
man source, is to the effect that the 
Kaiser intends to proclaim peace 
shortly. It is asserted on the “high- 
est authority,’’ according to the ru- 
mor—but the name of this ‘‘highest 
authority” is not given—that the 
Kaiser will send a letter to President 
Wilson urging him to accept the role 
of mediator. The letter, the rumor 
goes on, will declare that Germany 
did not want the war, which the let- 
ter will say, was forced by England 
and Russia. Atrocities will be denied 
energetically. The hour is at hand, 
the letter will continue, to stop the 
bloodshed and permit Europe to heal 
her wounds with a bountiful peace. 

“Germany will offer, through Pre- 
sident Wilson, to evacuate the in- 
vaded departments of France and all 
of Belgium except Antwerp, and to 
negotiate with Great Britain regard- 
ing the possession of Antwerp. Pd- 
land will be declared autonomous, 
the invaded provinces of Russia will 
be restored, and Serbia’s independ- 
ence will be guaranteed. 

‘On the other hand, the ‘freedom 
of the seas’ is to be guaranteed and 
special privileges are to be granted 
to German commerce. 

“In case of a refusal of these terms 
according to the rumor, Germany is 
determined upon a war of extermina- 
tion.”’ 5 

These proposals, which already 
have been suggested often in whole 
or in part, find many believers. The 
Vorwaerts urges an open debate and 
free discussion from every angle of 
the possibilities of peace. 


LEFT FIVE HUNDRED DEAD. 


Austrian Effort to Relieve Gorizia 
Proved a Complete Failure. 


ROME, Dec. 7.—Perhaps in the 
hope of creating a diversion and 
thereby relieving the pressure on 
Gorizia and their Isonzo lines, 
haps believing that the Italians had 
weakened their lines in other dis- 
tricts to strengthen their attack 
along the Isonzo, the Austrians de- 
livered two attacks, the second of 
great violence, against the Italian 
positions in the Ponale zone, west of 
Lake Garda, Saturday night. 

The first attack was made near 
San Bartolemeo, a village at the foot 
of the mountain of the same north of 
Salo, on the western shore of Lake 
Garda.

Walpole and Marlborough. It Ws the 
influence of this club that placed Georg 
I. on the throne of England.—Exchange.

. By Hungarians 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—‘'Germany can 
have peace as soon as she kkes,” re- 
markes The Post editorially, ‘but 
only on the terms of the allies.

lierman. Munitions 
Plant is Blown up 
By Workmen 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—Destruction of a 
large ammunition fuctory at Halle, 
Prussian Saxony, by an explosion, 
With the loss of several hundred lives, 
is reported in a message from Kold- 
ing, Deumark, to Copenhagen, for- 
warded by Reuter'’s correspondent. 

It is said a similar disaster was nar- 
rowly averted at Bogden, Silesia, The 
ainmunition factory there, it is report- 
ed, Was saved by the discovery that it 
had been undermined,

His Adventure With an Elk at the Fa- 
, mous Obsidian Cliff and the Effect

As a teller of tales Munchausen had 
a worthy rival in James Bridger, the 
celebrated hunter, trader and guide, 
whose naine and career are part of the 
ploneer history of the west. Bridger 
was thoroughly famillar with the re- 
gion now comprised in the Yellowstone 
park as far back as 18380, 

In his book, ‘“Lhe Yellowstone Park,” 
the author, Hiram Martin Chittenden, 
brigudier generul United States army, 
retired, sets down some of the yarns 
Bridger told about that Jand of won- 
ders. Many of the Yellowstone coun- 
try tales ascribed to Bridger bave sur. 
Vived to this day, probably because 
they have never been capped. ‘The 
first story General Chittenden tells re- 
lates to the celebrated Obsidian cliff, 
a mass of black volcanic glass with 
which all the tourists are familiar. Its 
discovery by Bridger was the result of 
a hunting trip, and it happened in this 
way: 

“Coming one day in sight of a mag. 
nificent elk, he took careful aim at the 
unsuspecting animal and fired. 
amazement the elk not only was not 
wounded, but seemed nut to have heard 
the nolse of the rifle. Bridger drew 
considerably nearer and guve the elk 
the benefit of bis most deliberate aim, 
but with the same result as before. A 
third and fourth effort inet with simi. 
lar fate. Utterly exasperated, he seized 
his rifle by the barrel, resolved to use 
it as a club, since it had failed as a 
firearm, Rushing madly toward the 
elk, he suddenly crushed into an im- 
movable vertical wall which proved to 
be 1 mountain of perfectly transparent 
glass, on the farther side of which, 
still in peaceful security, the elk was 
quietly grazing. 

“Stranger still, the mountain was not 
only of pure glass, but was a perfect 
telescope Jens, and, whereas the elk 
seemed but a few yards off, it was Ino 
reality twenty-five miles away." 

Another of Bridger's discoveries was 
an ice cold spring vear the sumunit of 


a lofty monntaiu, the water from 
Which flowed down over a_ long, 


smuoth slope, where it acquired such 
Velocity that it was bolling Lot when 
it reancbed the bottom.
